A Royal  Success 

Steer  Dinner  Sets  Fundraising  Record 


The  1987  American  Royal  Steer  Dinner-

“Thanks  to  great  support  from  the  dinner 
committee  and  our  friends  in  the  community 
and  on  campus,  the  net  proceeds  this  year 
were  almost  twice  as  high  as  ever  before,” 
she  said.

Sister  Olive  Louise,  one  of  the  dinner 
planners,  noted  that  the  Steer  Dinners, 
which  were  initiated  in  1977,  have  become 
increasingly  popular  with  friends  of  Avila.
